MANLEY ENTERS 
INSANITY PLEA 


Defense Counsel Attacks 
Indictments, Indicating 
Stubborn Fight for 
Bankers’ Trust Chief. 


Probability that another Georzia 
jurist will assume the bench this 
morning in the hearing on a special 
plea of insanity filed Monday after- 
noon by counsel for W. D. Manley, 
president of the defunct Bankers’ 
Trust company, was seen late Monday 
when Judge G. H. Howard, presiding 
in Fulton superior court, announced 
that in his opinion he might be dis- 
qualified to try the case. 

The special plea of insanity was a 
climax to developments which came 
in rapid-fire order soon after .the case 
of Manley, under 19 indictments in 
connection with the failure of banks 
in the trust company chain, was called 
Monday morning. 

Judge Howard shortly before 3 
o'clock Monday called the counsel in 
the case into consultation in his pri- 
vate chamber, declaring that this mat- 
ter conl@ be discussed in conference 
better than in open court, thus ex- 
pediting the trial. After the names 
of 479 banks, members of the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, were read in 
open court by A.. L. Dunn, deputy, 
clerk, the consultation Was called. 
The names of the banks were read 
for the benefit of the jurors, each 
juror being requested to announce to 
the court if he was a stockholder in 
one of the banks or was related to 
any stockholder. In the ever: this 
condition existed the juror was to be 


disqualified. 
Relatives Held Stock. 


In announcing his opinion as to his 
disqualification, Judge Howard point- 
ed out that he had relatives who held 
‘stock in the Bank of Cusseta, mem- 
ber of the Georgia Bankers’ associa- 
tion and one of the banks called in 
the list read by the clerk. 

Attorney Ben Conyers, of defense 
cowasel, told the court he wanted to 
make it plain to the jurors that names 
ef the banks read were those insti- 
tutions which had contributed to a 
fund which was to go for fees to Hugh 
Howell and Reuben Arnold, attorneys, 
to assist in the prosecution of Manley. 

Attorney Reuben Arnold, of the 
prosecution, declared that the Bank of 
_Cusseta had not contributed to the 
fund and, therefore, Judge Howard 
was eligible. Both defense and the 
state offered to strike out the name of 
the Cusseta bank and thereby make 
the judge eligible. However, Judge 
Howard adjourned court about 3:20 
oelock until 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at which time he said he would 
announce his decision as to his eli- 
gibility. 

Indictments Attacked. 

When the. case was called for trial 
Monday morning, the defense attacked 
the first indictment to be tried, which 
alleged that while Manley was presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ and Traders’ 
bank, the bank became fraudulently 
insolvent, offering a demurrer which

Resolutions indorsing unequivocal- 
ly the Memphis plan of reducing cot- 
ton acreage in the south next year 25 
per cent and authorizing the National 
Fertilizer association, which opens its 
second southern*convention in Atlanta 
at the Biltmore hotel this morning, 
to conduct a campaign urging the use 
of more fertilizer on the reduced 
acreage, were adopted by the execa- 
ti © committee of the association in 
its meeting Monday. afternoon preced- 
ing the general session. 

While officials’ at the convention ex- 
pressed the opinion that the farmers 
of the south probably would not reach 
‘the goal of planting one-fourth less 
cotton acreage, they went on record 
as lending their full support in en- 
couraging that ideal as one of the main 
factors in the solution of the present 
conditions of tle south, in spite of the 
fact that it would mean decreased sales 
in the fertilizer industry in 1927. The 
action, which was said to be based en- 
'tirely on altruistic motives, was in 
keeping with the policy of the associa-

MOVES TO REDUCE 
BOOKKEEPING TASK 


Secretary Says President 
“Misunderstood” Plan 
When He Made An- 
nouncement Last Week.

Washington, November 8.—Secre. 
tary Mellon has modified the im- 
shoving 
it one year forward. 

As announced at the white house 
Friday, the plan was for a rebate or 
refund to be returned by the govern- 
ment out of personal and corpora- 
tion income taxes paid this year on 
the basis of income of 1923. 

As revised by Secretary Mellon, the 
plan now is to apply the reduction to 
taxes on incomes of this year to be 
paid beginning March 15 next. The 
reduction probably will be about 
121-2 per cent of next year’s income 
tax to be deducted by the taxpayer 
out of his payments on March 15 and 
June 15 next. 

Mellon said Preyident Coolidge 
“misunderstood” the plan when his 
spokesman outlined it verbally last 


Friday. The general supposition in 
Washington is that the president 
leaped into the plan rather precipi- 
tately, and that Mellon stepped in 
and modified it because of practical 
difficulties contained in the original 
plan. 

“The suggestion has been made,” 
he said on this point, “that the ex- 
penditures of the government could 
be decreased by altering the sinking 
fund provision and the use of the pro- 
ceeds of repayments of foreign loans. 
These provisions were adopted by con- 
gress during and after the war. and 
on the faith of them every govern- 
ment obligation gold by the treasury 
since that time has been taken by 
American people. I need not again 
express my opinion that the United 
States will never repudiate a contract 
which it has made with the. pur- 
chasers in Root faith of ite c%.

With this warning against letting 
down the bars a ws | further than Cool- 
idge has indicat Mellon then gives 
his approval of the white house plan 
as modified. 

The modified Mellon plan elimi- 
nated a gigantic bookkeeping task. 
Under the president’s rebate plan, the 
treasury department would have had 
to make refunds by means of thou- 
sands of checks. Under the new plan 
the reduction will take the form of a 
credit to be applied by the taxpayer 
himeelf. That is, he will hol out 
the money ip. the first instance in- 
stead of having it returned by mail 
from the government. With several 
million taxpayers involved, this be- 
comes an expensive item. 

As a gentleman of the 
gbould. Mellon has concealed his dis- 

ppointment over the unexpected ac- 
tion of the white house in upsetting 
his financing plans and has indorsed 
the president’s program. 

“The president has suggested a 
credit on taxes yet to be paid during 
this fiscal year, and I see no reason 
why the greater part of the expected 
surplus for 1927 might not be left in

Queen Marie's Train at Great Falls, 
Mont., November 9.—(&)—Queen 
Marie took reluctant action today to 
bring to an end controversy and discord 
which marked her tour of the Pacific 
northwest @xring the last few days. 

A memoer of her party announced 
that she had consented to an. arrange- 
ment wherebv Miss Loie Fuller, for- 
mer dancer and friend of the queen, 
and Miss Fuller’s press agent, Miss 
May Birkhead, would leave the train 
within a few days. 

The spokesman’s understanding was 
that Miss Fuller would quit the par- 
ty when Chicago is reached and that 
Miss Birkhead would leave as soun as 
she is able, in Denver, on Wednesday 
or before. Miss Birkhead suffered a 
nervous collapse today following e¢x- 
amination by Colonel John H. Car- 
roll, in charge of the tour, concern- 
ing her activities on the. train. She 
was under the care of the queen’s 
nurse, as was Miss Fuller, whose 
health has been failing. 

Associated With Hill. 

Miss Fuller, whose war services to 
Rumania were warmly praised by 
Queen Marie in her Mary Hill museum 
address, is associated with Samue! 
Hill, millionaire builder of the muse- 
um. She came aboard the train at 
Snokane I--t week as a member of Mr. 
Hill's party, which included Mis» 
Birkhead and Miss Gabrielle Bioch, 
the former dancer's secretary. 

Although not wishing to publicly 
appear in the bickerings in her party, 
Queen Marie vas said to believe that 


trouble began on the train with the ar- 
rival of Mr. Hiils party. Mr. Hill 
himself was icft at Seattle after he 
had difficulties with Major Stanicy 
Washbutn, special aide to Marie.

DR. oe GOTERN DESCRIBES ANIMAL FOLKS i 


Found in Amazonian Wilds 


Boston, November 8.—(/)—A man 
who saw gold and diamonds glisten- 
ing in the hands of untutored Indians, 
but who sought the antecedents of 
their race rather than their wealth, 
told his story of a year of adventure 
in Amazonian wilds in Boston today. 

Dr. William M. McGovern, leader 
of the expedition: backed by the Brit- 
ish museum, emerged from the wilds 
of the jungle and the Peruvian des- 
erts this summer and landed in Bos- 
ton yesterday. “Frankly, I did- not 
see any of the deposits of gold or dia- 
monds in the Guina hinterland. but 
the Indians showed me samples and 
told me that was where they fouwad 
them 

“But in the depths of the jungle I 
did see a race of primitive beings 
whom the more advanced Indians eall 
Pogsa or animal folk. There was no 
mistaking them with their sharply re- 
ceding fopeheads and chins. Some 
were very dark. like negroes except 
for their hair: some were light enough 
to give rise to “white Indian leg- 
ends, although they had more color 
than the white race. 

‘*These rude people. speaking a lan- 


guage of clucks and grunts, and sev- 
eral ancient long skulls uncovered in 
the same district are the remains, lL 


believe, of an aboriginal race which 
antedated the Asiatic invasioa which 
peopled the Americans with our In- 
dians. 

“The history of early America may 
be pushed back further in Peru. An 
expedition which could remain in one 
place could discover much. In _ spite 
of our great amount of traveling I 
found one place where there were 
three layers of earlier civilization un- 
derlying the Inca ruins, whieh we once 
believed most ancient.” 

The Amazon. Dr. McGovern de- 
clared, is not the river of death that 
it has been ealled. He said the heat 
was far less bothersome than in Indo- 
China. He led his party of five white 
mea back safely, although another was 
drowned before they were fairly 
started. 

Dr. McGovern declared the Amazon 
a potential mine of gold through rub- 
ber plantations and said that the pe- 
troleum and coal deposits had been lo- 
cated in the eastern section of Peru.

Nurses and doctors of the hospital 
were, of course, eager that I should 
visit some of the wards, and after my 


short interview with Mrs. Daggett, 
whom I luckily found much _ better 
than I had expected, | looked into the 
children’ s section. Here I had my first 
view of a little negro baby, who sat 
like a piece of coal on his very white 
sheets and looked at me with huge, 
pathetic eyes that semed to be set in 
china.

There was also a little 
child there—this one, on the contrzry, 
almost uncannily white, who was be- 
ing kept alive on bananas. ~The child 
could absolutely eat nothing else and 
when any other food was tried fell 
back immediately into a most preca- 
rious state.

TRAIN HITS AUTO. 
GIRL NEAR DEATH 


Nine-Year-Old Martha 
Parker and Father In- 
jured in College Park 
Crash. 


Martha Parker, nine-year-old daugh- 
ter of R. L. Parker, 40, of 408 East 
Walker street, is probably fatally 
hurt and her father is seriously in- 
jured as the sult of an anutomobile- 
train crash at College Park late Mon-

Opponents of the proposal to length- 
en Atlanta’s school day one hour is- 
sued a call Monday night for a mass 


meeting at the session of the board 
of education this afternoon to pro- 
test the plan and predicted that*a 
determined effort to have the board 
rescind its former action will be made. 

This plan of the administration de- 
partment of the schools has met a 
storm of opposition from certain par- 
ent- teacher associations Rb ring 
women’s..organizations... William © 
Slate, school commissioner from the 
second ward. will lead *he opposition 
fight and will meve a reconsideration 
in an effort to prevent carrying into 
effect the proposal during the second 
semester, which begins in February 
of 1927. it was learned. 

Mr. Slate contends that it would 
cost approximately $50,000 to equip 
schools with cafeterias to put the pro- 
gram to work and that even if schools 
were able to stand the drain on their 
treasury at this time, it would be 
embarrassing to some students to be 
forced to purchase lunches each day. 

He also holds that students who 
work in the afternoons to help pay 
school expenses would be thus depriv- 
ed of this income sinee a longer school 
day would break materially into their 
earning powers. 

The plan calls for addition of one 
hour a day to the school day of gram- 
mir schools from the fifth grade up, 
and in junior and senior high schools.

The reconstruction of the Birmingham-Columbus line is an example of what the 
railroads desire to: do to insure the continuation of satisfactory service. It is the belief 
of the Central of Georgia that railroad patrons look with favor upon such improve- 
ments, oe their immediate results, and will encourage that sound public policy F 
toward railroad earnings which makes possible such accomplishments.

Geor- 
gia peaches have a world-wide rep- 
utation and the industry has un- 
limited promise provided there is 
proper cooperation in standardiza- 
tion and in marketing. 

Diseased trees are a menace to 
healthy trees and should be re- 
moved. There should in fatt be a 
State law requiring this—just as 


there is a state law requiring the 


dipping of cattle. All growers 
Should be required to ddopt uni- 
form methods of pruning, with 
uniform regulations as to  dis- 
tances, etc., thereby increasing the 
quality rather than the quantity of 
fruit. 

As to marketing, there should be 
a fixed standard as to size, packing, 
containers, etc. .Small and inferior 
fruit should be kept off the market, 
as should green and immature 
fruit. The state of Georgia has a 
perfect right to protect by man- 
date the quality of her peaches, and 
the good reputation they have made. 

There should be a. merger of all 
of the marketing agencies into one 
great cooperative marketing pool so 
expertly managed that no market 
shall be glutted, and no market shall 
go without a quota of fruit that it 
can absorb at fair prices. 

The Georgia peach growing in- 
dustry is too great, and too full of 
promise, to permit it to be butch- 
ered by inefficiency, by a lack of 
cooperation, by indifference as to 
the production of quality, and by 
the lack of proper grading, pachirg, 
trade-marking, advertising and dis- 
tributing. , 

Further there should be provi- 
sions made for the profitable utili- 
zation of unsalable or under-stand-

History’s Day-Book 
BY SAM W. SMALL 


November 9. 

Two events that happened .on this 
date in far separated years havé im- 
printed it in history. 

Over in the turbulent Emerald Isle 
on this date in 1880 was developed 
the fierce persecution of Captain 
Boycott, the agent of the Earl of 
Erne, by the rebellious tenants and 
neighbors of the latter’s estates in 
Ireland. ‘The indignities and abso- 
lute ostracism of Captain Boycott 
aroused the sympathy and indignation 
of practically the civilized world. 
They led to the adoption of his name 
as the epithet for every sort of isola- 
tion practised anywhere against per- 
sons or parties, and that is why and 
how the word “boycott” became fixed 
in the vocabulary and dictionaries of 
the English-speaking , peoples. 

It was on November 9 in 1918 that 
Kaiser William forsook his wasted 
nnd beaten armies on the battle fronts 
in France, packed his battered and 
discredited crown and inquired the 
nearest road into Holland and exiled 
himself over it the next day. Since 
then he has been unanimously “boy- 
cotted” by the powers of civilization. 

A singular coincidence of that 
event is that it was on the 9th of 
November in 1870, in the Franca: 
Prussian war, that the French were 
forced to surrender Verdun and 4.000 
defenders to the Germans. That was 
the same Verdun that. swore during 
the world war “on ne passe pas!” 
and the Germans battered it repeated- 
ly and envagely, but they did not

HANDICAPPED. pth 
“Tnfantile Paralysis Breaking Out 
Again.” This item, was héadlined 
in one of the many papers which I 
read. My mind turned back to the 
last big epidemic. How well I re- 
call the consternation of the parents, 
the anxiety of the doctors and the 
near-panic: of the public. All over 
the country I seg young people who 
are permafiently, physically handicap- 
ped because of this disease. A_ short 
time ago I was in a large school :a 
which i counted 47 once-afflicted chil- 
dren in wheelchairs who were convey- 
ing themselves from classroom to class 
room. 

This whole question of physical 
handicaps is very interesting. Or course 
all afflictions are extremely unfortu- 
nate and well worthy of sympathy 
from all of ys, But there is a bright 
side. PhySical handicaps may be 
largely overcome. 

Within a stone’s throw of the room 
in which l am writing there is a com- 
bined school and hospital which was 
established during the war by the 
Red Cross as an experimental station 
for studying what might be done to 
reconstruct the physically handicapped. 
I gave, to mention my own interest 
two years diu:ring the world war to the 
problems of rehabilitation of disabled 
soldiers. I have seen new faces made 
out of smashed ones, new bones put 
in by grafting bits from another bone; 
new noses added; new chins put. on. 

I have seen a young soldier who 
was blinded in both eyes, and who lost 
both hands, finish his grammar schoo] 
education, complete his high school 
education, attend a university, and en- 
ter, last June, the Maryland bar as 
a full-fledged lawyer. stood over 
this boy while in the army hosp.tal 
and dictated to him a letter addressed 
to President Harding. which he wrote 
with neither hands nor eyes on a type- 
writer. The letter had 257 words 
and there was not a mistake in spell- 
ing or punctuation through it all, the 


, only mistake being that the Red Cross 


paper which he used had the heading 
upside down. Of course he could not 
feel the printed heading nor see it. 
It went to President Harding in that 
shape. One of my proudest posscs- 


\r felt a glow of pride last June when 


I read of his admittance to the bar.

They are physically 
handicapped and they write me for 
advice. They realize they need help 
and write for it. The mentally handi- 
capped never write for help, because 
they are the ones who know it all.

To Halt Quarrel | 
Over Garibaldi 


Paris, November 8.—Italy has 
moved to avoid a Franco-Italian diplo- 
inatie conflict and to calm French pub- 
lic opinion; which has been inflamed 
ly the intrigue of Coloael Garibaldi, 
alleged spy of the Italian police. 

Ambassador Avezzana, acting under 
erders of Mussolini’s foreign ministry, 
was granted a half hour’ interview 
with Foreign Miaister Briand Mon- 
day after France had protested the 
attacks on French consulates in 
Vingtmille, Italy, and in Tripoli, and 
had indicated a further protest over 
the revelations of Garibaldi. : 

Avezzana expressed Italy’s desire 
for an amicable settlement of out- 
standing Franco-Italian  misunder- 
standings and_is believed to have re- 


quested that the Garibaldi investiga: | 


tion, in which Italy allegedly appears 
responsible for intrigue calculated to 
disturb the relations of France and 
Spain, he closed quietly. 

The French police have stated that 
Jaribaldi. posing as an anti-fascist in 
Fraace, accepted money from the 
Italian fascist police, worked with two 
emissaries of the Rome police depart- 
ment. and apparently plotted to send 
anti-fascists to their arrest, or worse. 
in Italy. Questioning of Garibaldi 
was suspended Monday after several 
successive days of grilling. 

Bring Macia to Paris. _ 

It now remains for the police to 
elear up misunderstandings regarding 
the connection of Garibaldi with the 
plot of Colonel Macia, alleged Catalan 
separatist, for a revolutionary move- 
ment by which Catalonia was to be 
made independent of Spain. Reports 
that Garibaldi acted as the agent of 
Rome in assisting Colonel Macia, thus 
putting France in the attitude of per- 
mitting intrigne within her _borders 
against her military ally. Spain, have 
been current since the investigation 
started. As soon as the Catalan. in- 
vestigation has heen completed Colo- 
nel Macia will be brought to Paris 
to face Garibaldi and the police be- 
lieve that their case against the ex- 
‘led Italian leader will be corfiplete. 

French Refusal Seen. 

Briand and Avezzana both indicated 
after their conference Monday that 
suggestions for satisfactory settlement 
of the Franco-Italian misunderstand- 
ing had been made. 
mit was admitted that the Garibaldi 
scandal played an important part io 
the conference. French diplomats em- 
phasize the fact that both governments 
are desirous of preventing such inct- 
dents in the future, but they indicate 
that Italy is ore. concessions which 
mv be impossible. 

France gine refuse the chief of 
these concessions, the closing of the 
Garibaldi investigation with Jess pub- 
licity. Briand is said to have relied 
on the report of the French investi- 
gators and to have given the Italian 
envoy little satisfaction as to further 
conduct of the Garibaldi affair. He 
is said to have insisted that France, 
while desiring to be conciliatory, must 
protect her interests.

“Tt has been my ambition to make 
the New Orleans fair grounds really 
and in fact the ‘Horsemen’s Play- 
ground of America,’”’ Colonel Bradiey 
declared, “and nothing that can con- 
tribute thereto will be left untried 
The fair grounds does not. want a 
profit on their operations, but we do 
want the highest class racing in the 
country. To this end we must attract 
not only the horsemen and owners, 
but the public. Whatever operating 


‘losses there have been in the past we 


have pocketed. Whatever profits there 
were on the past season we put, with 
more too, back into the beautification 
and improvement of the grounds. And 
now we are going to try to reduce the 
percentage taken out of the betting 
pools hy the association to the abso- 
lute minimum. If a reduction from 5 
per cent to 4 per cent is not the min- 
imum, we'll reduce the percentage still 
further. 

“Taking a high percentage out of 


‘the poola simply will not work, wheth- 


er this percentage is taken out for the 
association or for the state by way of 
a tax. The public cannot stand it, and 
in places where both the association 
and the state took out a large cut the 
tracks finally had to be closed.”

Ross is in favor of extending the 
course to a nine-hole course, stressing 
the fact that Atlanta is in need of 
more and bigger publie golf links. He 
was also pleased with the location and 


situation of the present public course. 
He thinks that it should be made into 
a course of about 2,500 yards for 
the nine holes. 

During his trip to the different 
municipal courses he stated that a 
city the size of Atlanta should have 
many more public eourses to take/| 
care of thé many golfers who are not 
members of the clubs. He was sur- 
priséd at the few municipal courses 
as Atlanta is known everywhere as 
a grea’ golf town. 

Piedmont Next. 

Piedmont Park was the next to be 
visited by the course expert. Pied- 
mont, he stated, shou'd be extended 
to 18 holes to afford more room for 
the hundreds of municipal golfers who 
flock to this course every week-end. 
“The course is planned perfectly but 
should be turned into an 18-hole 
course,” he stated. “It is so located 
that it could easily be made into an 
18-hole course.” 

Reaching the prospeetive course at 
the new Peachtree Park development, 
Mr. Ross expressed himself as being 
greatly impressed with the location for 
a course as well as the rich land. The 
site now in view for a new course is 
situated in a valley near the present 
Peachtree creek disposal plant and 
affords possibilities of a great course. 
He said the upkeep of a course built 
on this site would be small owing to 
the richness of the soil. 

The party spent quite a while ex- 
ploring the new Peachtree Park, in- 
specting the grounds of the course 
site. “A wonderful golf course could 
be built on this site,’ Mr. Ross said.

Dr. Singleton’s Address. 

Startling ear ig were presented 
in Dr. Gordon G. Singleton’s address 
on “The Present Status and Future 
of the Public Schools.” He is a 
noted educator, author and director 
of the division of information and 
statistics of the state department of 
education. 

His address follows: 

“According to the last United 
States census there were 900,352 boys 
and girls of school age in Georgia. 
According to the reports made to the 
state department of education by the 
superintendent of counties and in- 
dependent systems, there were 703.570 
boys and girls enrolled in the public 
schools of Georgia. This shows that 
t were nearly boys and 
girls of school age, or 22 out of every 
hundred in Georgia, who were not 
enrolled — the year in the pub- 
lie schogls of the state. Reports of the 
county and city superintendent also 
show that only 544,307 boys and girls 
ef school age were in average at- 
tendance, that is, in attendance each 
day the schools were in session. This 
means that 77.3 per cent of the boys 
and girls who were actually enrolled 
were oe, each day that the schools 
were in session. 

40 Per Cent Absent. 
“Tf there were 900,353 boys and 


girls of school age in Georgia and 
only 544,307 were in average daily 
attendance then there were absent 
from school each day schools were in 
session 356,045 or, expressing it in 
other terms, of every hundred : boys 
and girls of school age only 60.45 per 
cent were in attendance each day the 
schools were in session. Nearly forty 
per cent were absent. 

“In secking the cause for the large 
number of students who were net in 
school several questions present them- 
selves. How many of these boys and 
girls were in private schools, business 
colleges, professional schools, colleges 
and universities? How many of these 


were white and how many weré 


negroes? Where was the largest per- 
centage of absentees—that is, in what 
sections and among what classes? 
“A questionnaire was sent to these 
colleges and_schools asking for the 
number enrolled who were registered 
ar, being 18 years of age or younger. 
A careful study of the enrollment of 
these universities, colleges, private, 
professional and _ business schools 
showed that there were approxmitely 
5,000 boys and girls of school age, 
that is from 6 to 18 years inclusive, 
in attendance. This left a total of 
approximately 195,000 boys and girls 
of school age who were not enrolled 
in any school whatever and approxi-

A few had finished high school. 
“There were 524,135 white children 
of schoo] age in Georgia with 445,396 
of them enrolled leaving 78,239 white 
boys and girls who were not enrolled 
in the public schools during the year, 
or approximately 40 per @ent of al] 
thoes boysiand girls who did not enroll 
were white. Of the 524,135 white 
boys and girls of school age 358,076 
were in average daily attendance 


‘leaving 166,059 white boys and girls 


of school age who were not in school 
each day the schools were in session. 
189,986 negro boys and girls were not 
in school each day schools were in 
session. 

“This is different to the publie con- 
ception that most of the children of 
school age in Georgia who did not 
enroll and who did not attend school 
regularly are negroes. The problem 
then of failure to enroll, together With 
the problem of r attendance, is not 
only a problem in the education of the 
negroes but it is a very strious prob- 
fem in the education of the white chil- 
dren. A careful study of the reports 
of county and city superintendents 
clearly indicates that the smallest per- 
centage of enrollment togéther with 
the poorest attendance is to be found 


“Ne 


‘in those counties least able to provide 


adequate educational opportunities 
and therefore, the schools fail to at- 
tract the boys and girls. There were 
184,735 boys and girls enrolled in the 
first grade, 7,478 graduated from the 
accredited high schools the same year. 
This means that 4 per cent of those 
enrolled in the first grade graduated 
from the accredited high schools. In 
other words, only approximately four 
out of every hundred enrolled in the 
first grade graduated from accredited 
high s¢hools. This shows the serious- 
ness of the problem of the pupils drop- 
ping out of school through the grades 
and before completion of the high 
school course. In other words. the 
mortality rate is tremendous. This 
mortality rate, or dropping out of 
schools is greatest in the counties 
least able to provide adequate educa- 
tional opportunities. | 


A State-wide Problem. 


“This problem of small enrollment, 
low attendance and high mortality 
rate which prevails principally in 
those counties which are least able to 
provide adequate educational opportu- 
nities for the large number of boys 
and girls eligible for school seems to 
be proof positive that the probjem of 
enroliment, attendance, and mortality 
is a financial one that can be met by 
the state as such and not by the locai 
community. 

“For years many of Georgia’s finan- 
cial, business, political and education- 
al leaders have believed this to be 
the case and have heretofore advocat- 
ed the provision of an equalization 
fund to be distributed among these 
counties who were not financially able 
to provide adequate educational op- 
portunity as measured by salaries suf- 
ficient to get trained teachers, provide 
longer terms, ete. It is gratifying in- 
deed to know that the last session of 
the general assembly passed an equal- 
ization bill directing succeeding legis- 
latures to provide an equalization fund 
to be distributed among the counties 
om the basis oftheir need. Those 
who have carefully Studied the ques- 
tion are convinced that this equali- 
zation program can not be begun with 
less than one million dollars and it is 
devoutly to be wished that the legis- 
lature of 1927 will provide the fund 
needed. 

“While it is not a part of this study 
it may not be out of place to call at- 
tention to the fact that it is the will 
of the people as expressed through 
their legislators in legislative enact- 
ment,,that education receive 50 per 
cent 6f the state’s revenue and it is 
further known that education does 
not now receive 50 per cent of the 
revenue which is passed through the 
hands of the state treasurer to say 
nothing of the vast funds collected hy 
other state agencies and expended by 


them. whichido not pass through the. 


hands of fhe state treasurer but never- 
theless are paid by the people. It

BUFFOONERY is good. Paradox- 

ically its prevalence explains, in 
part, the tremendous popularity, both 
of the inimitable Scotsman and the 
American, Will Rogers. Neither is 
above a bit of clowning, but it is 
just playfulness on the side. The rea- 
son for their overwhelming vogue lies 
in their real wit, their genuine humor. 
Their fun is actually cerebral. 


AM no analyst of laughter, and so 
when I watched a famous buffoon 
the other day, whose professional 
stock in trade is to look and act as 


much like a sub-moron as possible, I 
could only wonder what lack there is 
in the mind of the beholder which 
moves him to laugh at the imitation 
on stage and screen of what is one 
of the greatest of human tragedies; 
the brain which fails in its highest 
function—the faculty ‘of thought. 


And here is another funny thing (as 
funny as laughing at a moron) which 
is no. unrelated to what has gone 
before. 

“hat is, that it takes more bravery 
these days to stand up, in print or 
conversatiou, for strict rules of con- 
duct and literal interpretation of 
them; for reverence for sacred things, 
and a belief in duty, even at the ex-
